2.  For  being  in  an  area  which 
requires  teacher  permission, 
and  none  has  been  given  (ex- 
ample: gym,  math,  computer 
room,   TPC,   etc.) 

3.  In  restroom  without  teacher 
permission  during  a  mod 
(exception:  gym  lobby  rest- 
room  during  lunch  mods). 

4.  Chronic  Detention 

5.  In-School  Suspension 

6.  Outside  of  school  building 
(except  going  to  and  from 
class  and  area  by  benches).
